coming ¢ither from pagaiiism or Judaism, would carry 
with them a reverence for their former religion, and 
their special times and obsérvances; and while in a 
manner they rencunced their former faith, they would 
seek that in their new religion which would fill its 
place. Thus the substitution of the resurrection of 
Obrist for the festival of Easter might be expected by 
these worshipers of the goddees of apring. 

The earliest record of the celebration of Easter asa 
Christian festival is the record of a bitier controversy 


tiaos of Jewish and Gentile extraction —as to the time 
and manner of observing it. This controvérsy was 0 
fierce and protracted that it led toa complete sever- 
ance of union and f:llowship, Ina the absence of any 
common rale‘for their government,each party was 
left to follow its own notion, but laeked the consistent 
charity of toleranee on the ground of acommon spirit 
and sincerity, The Jewieh Christians naturally enough 
substituted Easter for the Passover,and were accord- 
ingly governed by the time of celebrating that festival 
under the Jewish economy. The Gentile Christiane, 
unfettered by Jewizh biss, observed the Sunday fo!low- 
ing the Jewish Passover. “The ruling principle” of the 
former was the day of the month; that of the latter, 
the day of the week. 8p, the historian tells us, a “won- 
derful and laborious confusion” was created, which be- 
came a source of mockery and ridioule to unbelievers 
In time the Roman Christians adopted the custom of 
Gentile Christians, and attempted to silence the Jewish 
custom; but not until after the celebrated Council of 
Nice, in the year 825, summoned by Constantine, was 
even a momentary peace restored to the church, The 
Jewish custom was then and there condemned, and 
Christians of all nationalities ordered to observe the 
“same time” in celebrating the festival, The particulaz 
Sunday, however; was to be settled annually at Alex- 

andria, the seat of astronomical science, and published 
to the church at large by the bishop of that see, 

This was only removing one bone of contention to 
give place to andther; for immediately a controversy, 
running through centuries, arose about the cycle to be 
observed in determining the true time for the Easter 
gelebration, The digoosd and confusion which result 
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ed from this contention exceeded that which b 
: | Siena existed. “The churches of Gaul,” in the yt

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OBSERVATIONS On “ REPLY TO TWO 
INQUIRIES.” 

Rev. D, A. Long—Dear Brother,—I do not doubt 
your statement that you “wrote a full reply” to my pri- 
wate letter as promised by you; but your supposition 
that it was “either lost or mislaid” alter coming into 
my hands was unoalled for and unjust, after my state- 
ment to the effect that it had not been received. Be- 
sides, your extravagant hyperbole of my having to 
“wade chin-deep in daily papers,’ on which it was 
founded, was as unjustifiable as the supposition itself, as 
I take but one daily paper and but few others. What 
became of your letter may never be known to us in 
this life, but. it is possible that not having mailed it 
yourself, the address may have been incorrectly written, 
and it may have found its way to some other person, or 
been sent to the dead-letter office. 

I algo accept your statements that your sermon at 
Albany “was not suggested by any member of the con- 
vention,” nor designed to offset the supposed heresy of 
my, discourse; henee if it ahould seem that any of my 
remarksallude to your utterances on that occasion, they 
must not be understood as detracting from your state- 
ment, From these preliminaries I proceed to notice 
your remarks on 


SHEOL, HADES, GEHENNA, AND HELL. 


And in confirmation of your first remarks I adduce 
the following from Dissertations by George Campbell, 
D. D., F. BR. 8:, Edinburgh, Principal of Marischal Col- 
loge, Aberdeen: “As to the word Hades, which occurs 
in eleven places in the New Testament, and is rendered 
hdl in all, except one, where itis translated grave...... 
In my judgment it ought never in scripture to be ren- 
dered hell, at least in the sense wherein that word is 
mow universally understood by Christians. In the Old 
Testament the corresponding word is sheol, which sig- 
nifies the state of the dead in general, without regard 
to the goodness or badness of the persons, their happi- 
ness or misery. In translating that word the Seventy 
have almost invariably used hades. The term hades 
signifies obscure, hidden, invisible. To this the word 
hell in its primitive signification perfectly corresponded. 
For at first it denoted only what was secret or con- 
cealed, But though our word hell, in ita original signi- 
fication, was more adapted to express the sense of hades 
than of gehenna, it is not so now. We always express 
by it the place of the punishment of the wicked after 
the general juigment. Neither in the Ssptuagint ver- 
sion of the Old Testament nor in the New does the 
word hades convey the meaning which the present En- 
glish word hell always conveys to our minds.” 

In your nextsentence “hades” must be either a typo- 
graphical error or a mistake. You certainly could not 
have intended to say, “In the sence in which we now 
use hades as the place of torment,” for hades is not an 
Eaglish word, and is not so used by us. Hence the 
revisers have transferred it instead of translating it, 
because the word hell, by which it was rendered, no 
longer expresses its meaning. I infer, therefore, that 
you intended to say, “In the sense in which we now 
use hell as the place of torment, the New Testament 
writers wrote the Greek word gehenna.” 

But on gehenna Dr. Oampbell ssye: “Lhe word gehen- 

. n@ does not occur in the Septuagint. It is not a Greek 
word, It is originally a compound of the two Hebrew 
words ge hinnom, the valley of Hinnom, a place near 
Jerusalem. It was there that the cruel sacrifices of 

? children were made by fire to Moloch, the Ammonitish 
idol. ‘The place was also called Tophet, from the noise 
of drums raised to drown the cries of the helpless in- 
fants. As this place was, in process of time, considered 
gsan emblem of hell or the place of torment reserved 
for the punishment of the wicked in a future state, the 
name Tophet came gradually to be used in this sense. 
This is the sense in which gehenna is always to be under- 
stood in the New Testament.” 

Now you may call this “aonsense,” but it is fact, and 
shows that the term gehenna, being a proper name, 
should have been transferred in the New Testament as 
Tophet bas been in the Old Testament, for the English 
word hell, meaning covered or hidden, is not a transla- 
tion of it. It would then have been understood meta- 
phorically, as denoting the future punishment of the 
wicked, and its historical reference would have been 
preserved as well as its metaphorical use, and we should 
have been spared the “much nonsense in regard to the 
‘valley of Hinnom’ and ‘Tophst;” whioh is ocpasion-

Great confusion has indeed been occasioned by the 
rendering of sheol, hades, gehenna, and tartaroosas, by 
the same English word hell; but how is the English 
reader to know when he reads hell all the time which 
of these original words it represents, and what is the 
real meaning of each of them? To me it is a matter 
of thankfulness that the word of Goi has been written 
in what may be termed stereotyped language whose 


words are no longer subject to the mutations of com- . 


mon use. So while theyword hell has come to represent 
a place of torment, sheol and hades retain their signi- 
fication as denoting the place of departed spirits; ge- 
henna is the “valley of Hinnom;” and tartaroosas the 
state of fallen angels, in chains of darkness bound. 

Your question respecting sheo/ as designating a place 
of torment is not affirmatively answered by Pealm 9: 
17; for verses 5-8, 16 show that it treats of the everlast- 
ing destruction of fhe wicked from the presence of the 
Lord and the glory of his power, when he shall come 
to be glorified in his saints and to be admired in all 
them that believe in that day (IL Thess. 1:9,10),. For 
then all the wicked dead will be in sheol,and “all the 
nations” which will be gathered against Jerusalem to 
battle (Zech. 14: 1-5) shall be destroyed—cut off— 
turned into sheol, except a sixth part of them (Ezek. 39, 
12), and shall all remain in sheol until after the millen- 
nium and little season of satanic deception, when death 
and hell (hades or sheol) shall deliver them up (Rev. 20: 
18). Hence sheol in the passage you quoted does not 
signify anything more than the place of departed spir- 
its; only at that time none of the saints will be in sheol, 
for they will all have been raised and changed, and 
caught up to meet the Lord in the air at his coming. 
Therefore being turned into sheol is spoken of as the 
portion of the wicked in contrast with the portion of 
the saints at that time. 

I can not divine what you mean, in this connection, 
by the phrase, “seeing all have to die and go to eter- 
nity.” Do you mean that eternity is a place? and that 
hades is eternity? Do you fail to comprehend its ab- 
surdity ? and that it involyes a denial of the resurrec- 
tion of the’ desl anuy t&% Alestraction of death and 
hades? Sarely you use words and phrases without 
weighing their import. 

You eay, “No doubt hades means the grave,” but in 
only one place in the New Testament (I. Cor. 15: 55) is 
it so rendered, and there evidently an error, for the 
grave is but the domain of death and included in its 
sting; but bades is personified as the partner of death, 
and seizes and confines the spirits which death can not 
touch, and, as a conqueror, holds them in captivity. 
Besides, the Sinaitic and Vatican M38. have death in- 
stead of hades, and the Alexandrian omits the clause 
altogether. Hence the revisers have followed the two 
oldest M8S,and repeat death instead of hades as the 
true reading, and so leave your “no doubt” without sup- 

t. 

Mr. Campbell says “that keber, the Hebrew word for 
grave or sepulcher, is never rendered in the ancient 
translation hades, but taphos, mueema, or some equiva- 
lent term. Sheol, on the contrary, is never rendered 
taphos or mueema, but always hades; nor is ever con- 
etrued with any verb which signifies to bury,” etc., and 
concludes his exhaustive research by eaying “that the 
word grave or sepulcher never conveys the full import 
of the Hebrew sheol or the Greek hades.” 

In your remarks on Luke 16:23 you plunge heels 
over head into a gulf of inaccuracies. 

1, You have Abraham “glorified” in hades while he 
is dead; and since the saints are to be glorified with 
Obrist, you remand Christ back again to hades. 

2. You have the rich man “damned” in hades before 
he is judged, or perhaps you have adopted the heathen 
mythology and had him judged by Radamanthus. 

8 You put hades “in the world beyond the grave,” 
and have Abraham and the rich man there, though 
both ere in their graves. 

4. You make hades the place of “rewards and pun- 
ishments,” though rewards and punishments are not to 
be until Christ comes. Matt. 16:27; 11. Oor.5:10. — 

5. You employ the term soul instead of epirit; for it 
is the spirit which survives the body; the soul is said to 
be lost at death. 

6. You make the wrath of God to be a fire in hader; 
but the Scriptures never speak of his wrath in hades, 
but always with reference to punishments in this life, 
or alter the resurreption. 


7. Your reasoning with Universalista in reference to 
the impassable gulf Penies any change of condition tg 
your “damned sinner” beyond hades; denies the resu;. 
rection of his body; denies that his spirit shall ever bh, 
liberated from hades; denies, therefore, the after judg. 
ment and punishment, and by parity of reasoning fixe, 
the state of the righteous in hades forever, and donigg 
their resurrection ard future reward. 

8. And you make death and hades the final end of 
all men, contrary to the word of God. 

And yet, strange to say, 9.h, you “follow the futurs 
rewards and punishments” “after the resurrection,” ang 
quote John 5: 28, 29 to prove it. 

Now Jesus here teaches us that all that are in the 
graves, and whose spirits are in hades, shall, at a time 
coming, hear his voice and come forth, living souls 
again; they that have done good unto the resurrection 
of life—i, ¢,, the first resurrection, and the eternal life of 
the spiritual, immortal, and incorruptible body; and 
they that have done evil, after the thousand years arg 
ended, unto the resurrection of damnation. The Greek 
word is krisis, jadgment; the resurrection of judgment, 
as the revisers have rendered it. In verse 24 we read: 
“Verily, verily, Ieay unto you, he that heareth my word, 
and believeth him thai, sent me, hath eternal life;” that 
ie, the life of the first resurrection, and cometh not 
into judgment, the resurrection unto judgment. The 
saints possess and exercise the judgment in the world 
to come, and the others are subject to their judgment, 
See Dan. 7: 22, 26, 27, and Pa, 149: 5-9. There is noth: 
ing said in John 5: 28, 29 about punishment, for the 
punishment, according to Ps, 149: 5-9, will be executed 
by the saints during the judgment, and does not con. 
sist in their being raised unto it. They are raised in 
natural bodies liable to be punished. It is a resurreo. 
tion unto judgment to be punished. But nothing is 
said about eternal torment, 

The next passage of scripture you quote is Heb, 9 
27, which, out of its connection, might be supposed to 
refer to the same subject; but the context shows that 
Paul was comparing the priesthood of Jesus Christ 
with the Levitical priesthood,and demonstrating the 
superiority of the former. And having shown that, a 
the high-priests ofthe Aaronic order, having «ffared » 
sacrifice for ein, became identified with the same, and 
so taking the blood which typically signified his death, 
he entered the most holy place to make atonement for 
the people; so Christ, having offered himeelf as a sacri- 
fice for sin, with his own blood entered into heaven 
itself, now to appear in the presence of: God for us. 
And 58 it was appointed unto men—the Aaronio priest 
once every year to die typically in their sacrificial offer. 
ings, and after having made atonement to come out of 
the most holy place and pronounce the judgment—the 
remission of sins as indicated by the breastplate of 
jadgment on the waiting congregation; so Christ wa 
oncs cffered to bear the sins of many; and unto them 
that look for him shall he appear the second time with 
out sin unto ealvation. The passage has no reference 
to the judgment of the wicked whatever. _ 

The next passage is IL, Thess, 1: 7-y, Which unquet 
tionably refers to the second coming of Christ and the 
jadgment he will then exeoute on the wicked. Then 
all the saints shall obtain rest with the apostles at the 
revelation of Christ; for they will first be raised and 
changed and caught up to meet him in the air. I, Thess 
4: 13-18, And when he appears they shall also appear 
with him in glory. Ool. 3:4; Zech. 14:5, At the same 
time he will recompense tribulation to them that have 
persecuted his people; for though they will be in hades, 
yet they shall see the coming of the Lord and bis sain's, 
and they will be sorely troubled on account of it, even 
as Jesus said to the Jews, “There shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth when ye shall eee Abraham and Isas0 
and Jacob, and all the prophets, in the kingdom of God, 
and ye yourselves thrust out.” Luke 13:28, And a 
the many saints from the east and west and north and 
south shall sit down in that kingdom, so all the wicked 
from all quarters, still in hades, shall be affected with 
weeping and wailing and gnashing of teeth on discov 
ering the great glory and happiness of the saints, and 
their own loss. And then, too, the wicked gathered 
against Jerusalem ‘0 battle, and all other wicked peo 


ple will be cut off and consigned to hades, and, slong. 


with the former, be banished with everlasting destrac- 
tion from the presence of the Lord and the glory of 


his power, when he shall come to be glorified in bis) 


saints and to be admired in all that believe in that day 
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the destruction of the flesh, by which their spirits are 
consigned to hades during the millennial age, to which 
the term aionion, everlasting—formed from aion, age— 
refers. After the end of the millennium, as John ehows 
(Bev. 20: 12-15), all these shall be delivered up by death 
and hades in the resurrection unto judgment, and shall 
ps judged out of those things which were written in the 
pooks, according to their works. That will be the last 
resurrection, in which the rest of the dead—that is, all 
not raised till then—will be raised, and none shall be 
Jeft in death and hades; for asin Adam all die, even so 
in Obrist shall all be made alive, being by the imputa- 
tion of Christ’s obedience saved from the penalty of 
Adaw’s sin, though liable still to be punished for their 
own eins by indignation and wrath, tribulation and an- 
guisb, of which the lake of fire is a symbol, and into 
which death and hades were cast—that is, those who 
were then found in death and hades; even every one 
not found written in the book of life, which implies 
that eome, and it may be the vast majority of those 
then raised from the dead, will by immediate submis- 
sion become obedient subjecs of Christ’s kingdom, 
and so be exempt from that punishment. But every 
one still rebellious and w.cked will be cast into that 
lake of fire called the second death, boing the penalty 
of their own sins asthe first deatb is the penalty of 
Adam’s sin. The lake of fire is, therefore, the last of 
all the symbols of evil included in the seven vials or 
bowla—the seven last plagues—for in them is finished 
the wrath of God. Rev. 15: 1, The ministry of the 
angela having the execution of these plagues termi- 
aates the wrath of God, which is the means of punish- 
ing the wicked and subduing them to his government. 
And we have abundant testimony that all shall be sub- 
dued and reconciled.

And 
he who attempts to build without first removing the 
rubbish is equally unwise. Jesus taught us that old 
patched garments were not proper spiritual clothing. 
To perform this two-fold work requires great Christian 
courage and fortitude. 


I suppose it is given to noone man or age to com- 
prehend and do all that is necessary for the church of 
Christ todo on the earth, but to each earnest one a 
portion of the debris to be removed and the wall to be 
built is alloted. I have long felt that a portion, a par- 
ticular and important part, was a:signed to us asa 
people; that when Jesus called forth our fathers, just 
after he had established our national independence and 
freedom, and had cleansed them from gross corruption, 
and commissioned them, saying, “Take ye no name but 
Christian, no creed but my word, and teach all that it 
is their duty and privilege to come, each for himself, 
freely unto me for such right and sufficient understand- 
ing of my truth ashe may need to inspire his life, to 
fill him with oy,and perfect his hope and faith, to 
thoroughly furnish him for every good word and work 
that I require of him; and have ye no test of Obristian 
fellowship and church membership but Christian char- 
acter—a likeness in spirit and life to myself,” he had a 
great, especial work for them and us to perform. As I 
understand it, it was nothing less than to remove the 
debris and corruption that had been accumulating for 
ages in the church, and to build up a people or church 
upon the ancient foundation of the apostles and proph- 
ets, Jesus Christ himself being the chief corner-stone, 
None, at least since the apostles, were ever commis- 
sioned to a greater or grander work, and none needed 
more Christian courage. Ohurches professing to be 
the Lord’s were all over Obristendom, but they were 
built upon party names, upon superstitious and un- 
scriptural creeds, and by receiving and excluding 
members by unchristian and unholy tests. These were 
to be preached against—faithfully and boldly exposed 
a3 wrong, uochristian, and wicked; and a people were 
to be gathered and organized who would take no name 
but that given by inspiration first at Antioch, and 
would be governed and inspired#n faith and hope only 
by what they themselves could understand in the Bible, 
and would be tested for fellowship and membership 
only by the spirit and life of Jesus their Lord. Our 
fathers in their day were just the men for this work. 
They were true, courageous, and Christ-like—men of 
faith, men of prayer, men of God; and they well com- 
prehended their mission, and gave themselves nobly to 
the work. They neither spared nor petted any party 
name that divided their Lord’s people, but plainly 
taught that-taking a party name wasasin. Neither 
trinity, unconditional election, total depravity, vicari- 
ous atonement, nor any kindred doctrine, was too 
sacred, because of age, or because believed in by many 
pious and good men, for them to expose as unscriptur- 
al, The goodness and piety they loved and fellowshiped 
wherever they met it, but dogmatism they treated as 
rubbish whenever it came in their way. Yea, worse 
than rubbish—a cause of the defilement known as sect- 
ism. Upon these dogmas, not upon the men who held 
them, they often drew the sharp sword of the gcsrel, 
and set free many souls who before verily thought 
them to be fousdation truths, and, being such, were 
necessary forfellowahip. Under their labors, alao, con- 
verts to the Lord Jesus were multiplied and churches 
were planted based only on Jesus and his word. They 
established the oldest and first religious newspaper in 
the world; built and opened the first college that ever 
admitted female students to enjoy equal privileges with 
the males; and were the firatin modern times to set 
their seal of sanction upon woman to preach the gospel 
by ordaining her to the work of the ministry. Noble 
men! God gave them a noble, glorious work to do, 
and with great faithfulness they didit. But most of 
them have been called hence to be with their Lord, and 
with their departure a change hss come, requiring of 
us, their children, a faithfulness and courage equal to 
theirs. 

For some years there has been a growing desire not 
to antagonize sects and sectism, but to etudy how tolive 
in peace with both—how to gaia the respect and favor, 
the fellowship and approbation of creeddom., There 
has been manifested a hungering and thirsting after a 
modified trinity, a somewhat God man mediator, & sac- 
rifioe for ain in gome little degree propitiatory, a some 


lndefinable, unintelligible, vications atonement, ett, 
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almost anything short-of rank sectism, so that it will 
call us evangelical. Some seem to act as though, if wa 
could only do or preach something so as to induce the 
sects to swallow us, our mission would be completed. 
Some are very nervous to know that because of our 
great liberality there are among us those whose views 
and opinions they consider very erroneous, and somé- 
times such are almost in spasms, fearing that our use- 
fulness will be destroyed. If any one or more draws 
the gospel sword on some absurd dogma found in the 
creeds of the day the hand of holy horror is raised and 
& solemn warning is uttered. We at times are implored 
to publish a statement of doctrines believed in by us as 
our only means of salvation. This condition of things 
calls for great courage, much firm, calm, loviog, kind, 
Christian courage. It requires great calmness and a If- 
possession to stand by the bedside of the bysteric or 
epileptic and know just what to do and do no harm. 
Something naust be done. We must not, if we can help 
it, let them pull out their hair or bite their tongues. 
And, if possible, we must cure them of their maladies. 
They are not always altogether to blame for their 
troubles or their actions. Some are not constitution- 
ally capacitated to meet and successfully resist all thé 
hardships to be endured in life and not be overcome 
And others have not had the proper diet and training 
in early life to have good, rugged constitutions. 
Brethren, we must be calm, compcsed, courageous. I 
know it will not do to yield or shrink from our mission 
work, but let us try fasting and prayer for these pos- 
sessed souls.

Rev. John 8. Lang departed this life Sanday morn- 
ing, February 25, 1888, aged 71 years, 11 months, and 19 
days, Some three years ago he received a stroke of 
paralysis, from which he never recovered. The shock 
aflected his speech so that he did not preach afterward. 
He attended our conferences and social meetings part 
of the time, to within a few months of his death. 

Bro. Lang was born in Palmyra, Somerset County, 
Maine, where he bas since lived. He was married in 
1887 to Oatharine Hight, of Athens, by her father, John 
Hight, Eiq. There were born to Bro. and Sister Lang 
eight children; two have passed over the river, having 
a hope in Christ; the six that survive him all belong to 
the family of God—a consolation to Bro, and Sister 
Lang in this life, 

Bro, Lang professed religion in 1837; was baptized 
by Rev. William H. Ireland, and joined the Christian 
Church in Palmyra July 27,1837. In 1846 the Maine 
‘Eastern Christisn Conference gave him a license to 
preach. In 1847 he was ordained tothe work of the 
gospel ministry and united with the Maine Eastern 
Obristian Conference, of which he has remained a wor- 
thy member. Nothing has ever come up against him 
in chureh or conference; he has been a worthy member 
in the church and in the conference, and a worthy 
minister of Jesus Obrist, of which church and confer- 
ence meet witha great loss. We do not think there 
haa been a minister in the conference that has gathered 
into the churches more souls than Bro. Lang. Many 
stars will shine brightly in the crown of bis rejoicing. 
About three years ago Bro, Lang met Bro. Stackpole in 
the road,and there was an agreement made between 
the two that if Bro. Stackpole should outlive him, he 
ehould preach hisfuneral zermon. The text and bymne 
were then eelected. The text selected by Bro. Lang, 
and preached from by Bro. Stackpole, can be found in 
If, Tim. 4:7. “He was assisted by Rev. V. D. Sweetland 
and Rev. William T. Pettigrove. The gathering at the 
church was large. The occasion was one of solemnity, 
only one of the children being present, one sick at 
home, and the cthera far away. May God grant the ear- 
nest request of Bro, Stackpole in his sermon, that the 
mantle of the deceased may fall upon his son, Rév. 
William H. Lang. The mourning widow and children, 
if faithful, will meet the deceased husband and father 
on that shining shore where none say, “I am sick.”

How shall we interpret this touching cry of the Son 

of God in the agonies of the cross? What are ite 

‘i lessons to us? Hitherto through his entire experience 
until this moment has he not uttered one word of like 
import, but the very reverse. That the Father is “with” 
him, “in” him, and “well pleased,” there never comes to 
his mind a single doubt. “I and my Father are one.” 
“He that hath seen me hath seen the Father.” 

These and like declarations evince an abiding con- 
sciotis oneners with the Father. Even on the very eve 
of his public ministry, when his tragic death began to 
be the absorbing thought and theme, we hear him say 
With uninterrupted assurance, “i leave the world and g6 
to the Father,” and to the disciples, “Behold the hour 
cOmeth, yaa, is come, that ye shall be scattered, every 
man tohis own, and shall leaveme alone; and yet Iam not 
alone, because the Father is with me.” 

Soon after this he is betrayed, arrested, forsaken, and 
denied by his disciples; dragged from court to court, 
condemned and sentenced to be crucified, scourged and 
jeered with mock royalties, crowned with a wreath of 
thorns pressed into his temples, made to carry his 
cross to the place of execution, until fainting he sinks 
beneath it; and, finally, raised a spectacle to earth and 
heaven to suffer anguish and pain which man can never 
enter into full sympathy with. Yet through all this he 
is unfaltering, and his conduct that of a lamb led to the 
slaughter. A perfect calm, a perfect trust, a perfect 
assurance sustains his soul, Not the shadow of a 
doubt of the Father’s support manifests itself in word 
or deed. 

Who, following him through all his antecedent history, 
and possessing ary real knowledge of his teachings with 
regard to the relation he sustained to the Father, could 
be prepared for this cry of seeming despair on the cross? 
Alas! what a change comes over that serene and re- 
markable sufferer, touching the sympathies even of his 
vile murderers. 

Deep silence had re‘gned for the space of three hourr; 
“not a word of derision is heard all around the cross.” 
Near the scene lingers the “mother” of the holy suf- 
ferer,and “many women” which had followed him with 

bleeding hearte,‘ ministering untohim.” “The darkness 
of the heavens accompanies and expresses the dreadful 
darkness that prevails in the soul itself of the suffer- 
ing Savior.” At last, and suddenly, all are startled with 
the agonizing cry, “My God, my God, why hast thou 
foreaken me?” - 

The words are an exact quotation from the first verse 
of the twenty-second Psalm, which fact has led some to 
believe that they are only quoted by the Savior to call 
the minds of the Jews tothe psalm itself, which they 
believed to have reference te the Messiah, and from 
waich they had apparently quoted the eighth verse— 
“He trusted on the Lord that he would deliver him; let 
him deliver him, seeing he delighted in him’—in 

-derision of the claim of Jesus to be the promised Mes- 
siah. This view is too evidently evasive and unnatural 
to be accepted. 

The old dogmatic theologians find in this cry of an- 
guish the vicarious feeling of the divine wrath, Taey 
assert that the Father did in fact forsake his Son in this 
extreme and final moment of his life, leaving him with- 
out one atom of sympathy from heaven; or, in other 
words, “the divine nature departed from Christ, leaving 
hie human nature unsupported to bear the punishment 
due to men for their sins.” This, they tell us, was neces- 

. tary toeatisfy the divine justice and pacify the divine 
wrath toward man—“that God might be just, and the 
justifier of him which believeth in Jesus.” 

“This view,” says Adam Clarke, “is by no means to be 
admitted, as it would deprive the sacrifice of its infinite 
merit.” More than this, it is founded upon a concep- 
tion.of the divine being—the Father in heaven—which 
is s mply absurd and inconsistent with all right notions 
of hig: justice and mercy, and at variance with the idea 
of-approved justice and righteousness among men, 
Not one word that Jesus ever uttered affordsthe shadow 
cf aevpport toit. The whole gospel is an argument 

yj against such an interpretation of thissoripture and against 
i this theory of the sufferings of Christ, 
ah We once heard « sermon on this text in which the 
substitutional theory of the vicarious suffering of Jesus 
was illustrated by the case of an innocent and harmless 
boy at school bearing the punishment due to a number 
of ill-deservinz miscreants. When punishment. was 
about to be inflicted upon the evil-doers this very good

cross was of a piece with his public life. A few moments 
more and his work will be finished, and ere the end is 
reached this cry of utter anguish and expostulation 
must fall upon the ear and penetrate the heart of the 
world, 


boy, moved with compassion, begged to be permitted 
to receive it himeelf and thus spare the others the 
pain; the teacher accordingly gave lim the amount of 
punishment due to the others. ; 

This illustration, ludicrous and absurd as it seems, is 
essentially analogous to the theory in question, in proof 
of which this despairing cry of Jesus iscited. Unques- 
tioning the sincerity of those who entertain such views, 
I must believe them to be foreign alike to sound reason, 
simple justice, divine mercy, and the plain meaning ot 
the word of God. 

Taking the case cited in illustration—the good boy 
would be adjudged imbecile and his request ignored by 
any sane teacher in the land, his theology to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. Moreover, the teacher who 
would heed such a proposition as this would speedily 
meet the fate he deserved—even at the hands of the 
devotees of this horrible belief of the sufferings of Jesus. 
Justice and mercy would have no place in such action. 
It would be inhuman, much lessdivine; conduct. In fact, 
the theory in question is dishonoring to God, to Ubrist, 
and to man. : 

The story of the cross finds its interpretation in the 
words of the Savior himself, “God so loved the world 
that he gave his only-begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth on him shou!d not perish, but have eternal 
life.” Man, the creature man, inspired by the Obristian 
spirit will stand by his fellow-man, even though he bea 
stranger, and comfort him in the agonies of death, Oan 
I believe leas in the sympathy and compassion of God 
than in the humanity of Uhristian manhood? Was not 
Jesus perfectly obedient even unto death ? Why.should 
he be “forsaken” of the Father whom he had “well 
pleased” en the cross asin life? Is the salvation of man 
secured bya technical and commercial transaction rather 
than by the longing, pitying, compassionate heart of the 
infinite Father? 

Nay, verily, “God commendeth his love toward us, in 
that, while we were sinners, Obrist died for us.” The 
mission of Jesus was a unit—the end and the beginning 
were parts of a whole—and all must be accepted as 
issuing from the same infinite fountain of redeeming 
love—the heart of God. “God was in Christ”—on the 
cross as on the mount—‘reconciling the world unto 
himself.” 

“Therefore doth the Father love me,” said he, “because, 
Ilaydown my life.” Jesus indeed suffered for sins once, 
the righteous for the unrighteous, that he might bring 
us to God; being put to death in the flesh, but quicken- 
ed in the Spirit. He came into the world to give his 
life a ransom for many—not to appease the wrath but to 
manifest the love of God. It was love that sent him, it 
was love that impelled him, it was a love-office that he 
filled, All that he was and is, all that he did and is do 
ing, by his personal, inspiring influence over men as 
their teacher seut from heaven, their exemplar 
and guide; all that he endured and suffered in 
body, mind, and spirit as their Redeemer, must be 
interpreted in the light of divine love and mercy for 
man—and it is in this sense that he “gave himeelf up for 
us, an offering and a sacrifice to God for an odor of a 
sweet smell.” > 

Dr. Noyes observes in his exposition of these words, 
“They should not be interpreted as the deliberate result 
of calm reflection, but as an outburst of strong, invol- 
untary emotion, forced from our Savior by anguish of 
body and mind, in the words which naturally occur- 
red to him, implying momentary expostulation, or even 
complaint.” 

Says Dean Alford, “His inner eonseiousness vf union 
with God must have.been complete and indestructi- 
ble—but liable to be obscured by human weakness 
and pain, which at this time was at ite very highest.” 

“Jesus expressed,” says Meyer, “what he personally felt, 
his consciousness of communion with God having been 
for a moment interrupted by his suffsrings. But this 
momentary subjective feeling is not to be confounded 
with an actual objective abandonment by God.” 

These views seem most natural and consistent, and 
leave uninterrupted the union of the Father and Son 
in the work of human redemption. In this momentary 
feeling of desertion we have the single instanee in our 
Savior’s experience when his perfect faith is made to 
falter—the one moment in his divine career when all 
the lights disappeared and utter darkness took their 
place. It isthe moment when his pure, sensitive na- 
ture experienced the climax of ring, love, and 
obedience. Upto this moment all was clear and bright 
to his mind, and his every utterance and act on the 


































Thus is he made a perfect “high-priest and author of 


salvation”—a sympathizing Savior—who can be “touch. 
ed with the feeling of our infirmities, and who bath 
been in all points tempted like as we are, yet withont 
sin.” He has gone in his experience, common With 
man’s, to the very brink—even to the point of feel; 
himself abandoned hy God; yet he faltered not in pig 
fidelity or reliance, but immediately cried, “Father, into 
thy hands I commend my epirit.” 


This experience of the Savior touches the experienc 


of men ata point where they most sorely need his qj, 
vine sympathy and example, When they are carried 
down by the ills and reverses of life, where faith grows 
faint and love is chilled, where the whole head ig sick 
and the whole heart is faint, then it is that they need 
faith in a Savior who has gone to the same depths of 
sorrow and anguish, and felt the same temptation to 
doubt the divine sympathy and succor. 
and flood their fortunes are swept from them, or when 
they are called to pass through the deep waters of af. 
fliction and bereavement, until with the pealmist they 
too would utter this cry from the cross, “My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken me ?’—then let them know 
that he by whose “stripes they are healed” drank a more 
bitter cup, and is moved with tendérest compassion for 
them; then let them remember the example of the Au 
thor of their faith in the darkest hours of trial that vis 
ited him, and in the darker moments when the sym. 
pathy of heaven ceemed withdrawn from his soul,

to perfection and glorification.” 

When we shall no longer “eee in a mirror darkly,” 
but “face to face;” when we shall no longer “know in 
part,” but as we “have been known;” when faith gives 
place to sight and hope to fruition; when the “mind of 
the spirit” shall be clothed upon with immortality— 
then, and then only, may we hope to “be strong to ap: 
prehend with all the saints” the full significance of this 
cry from the cross or have any real knowledge of the 
place it has filled in the work of human redemption, 
This mush we know now: millions are melted into peu 
itence by the “story of the cross” who could read with 
unmoved hearts his discourses and the history of his 
life as a “man of sorrows and acquainted with griel.” 
Until we can describe the process by which he was en 
abled to reveal the hidden things of the spirit-world, or 
by which he wrought the miracles of raising the dead 
and giving sight to the blind, we must be concentto 
walk by faith in Gethsemane and Calvary.

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WHY MARVEL? 


Rince the early days of Christianity men have doubt- 
ed and denied the power of Christ and his apostles to 
work miracles, as is recorded of them in the New 
Testament. Some of these doubts and denials may 
have been honest, but the greater portion of them seem 
to have been cherished and put forth in opposition to 
patter jadgment and deep conviction. There has been 
Jes reason in these denials of later days than accom- 
panied those which, at the first, were made in opposi- 
tion to the apostles’ work. 

Gould a poor reason have been found the council 
pefore whom Peter and John were set (Acts 4:7) would 
gladly have denied the miracle these apostles per- 
formed in healing the lame man who, for nearly forty 
years, had been laid daily at the gate of the temple to 
ask alms of them that entered in. It was to the personal 
intereat of each member of the council that a bold de- 
nial of that power through which the apostles claimed 
t) work should be made. Unless the marvelous acts 
which were arousing the popular mind and causing the 
people to listen attentively to their preaching and to 
receive gladly the gospel they presented could be 
proved the work of some cunning art, whereby the 
apostles were deceiving the people, there was great 
danger that the council, the chief ecclesiastical body of 
the land, would lose its authority, and its religious laws 
become of no effect, So, had it been possible, the ques- 
tion of miracles in the name of Jesus of Nazareth 
would, at the first, have been negatively decided for all 
time tocome. But the facts in the case were too gen- 
erally and too well known to admit adenial. They 
were manifest to all them that dwelt in Jerusalem. 
And the man that had been healed stood before the 
council, an unimpeachable witness. His sound bodily 
presence among them was an argument that could not 
berefuted. And the highest religious tribunal of the 
land gave its decision that, indeed, a notable miracle 
had been done, : 

To the minds of the people in their times the 
miracles of Christ and his apostles were established 
facts, But with a full record of those facts before them, 
and themeelves witnessing still further evidences o! 
divine power among men, there are those who deny the 
pomibility of a miraculous act, O.e reason assigned for 
this position is, that miracles would be contrary to the 
workings of natural laws. And by natural law is gen- 
erally meant those modes of operation—as attraction, 
cohesion, electricity, or the laws of heat and light, o! 
Which all have some knowledge. 

Bat is it not more than probable that nature ranges 
through a far wider ecope of law in her workings than 
it is possible for man to conceive? May there not bea 
higher order of natural laws than science has yet set 
forth, by which God's purp~ses are sometimes accom. 
plished, and all in harmony with his own economy? 
One would hardly be justified! in asserting that a well- 
established fact was eontrary to natural law because he 
was ignorant of the law by which it was achieved. 

With the Jewish council, men may now wish todeny 
all power that can not be explained on the plan of their 
own reason. But the miracles of Obrist stand before 


them in the light of human experience and revelation, 


and it must be admitted, though contrary to their de- 
sire, that great and notable miracles have been done, 

In their futile attempts to destroy God’s work how 
often men destroy themselves! A huge rock might ex- 
tend a point of its surface above the waves on some 
shoal place at.eea, A novice out in his boat, seeing it, 
and thinking it dangerous to passing vessels, and that it 
does not belong there, might row up and fasten a rore 
to it, hoping to drag it cff and bury it in deep water. 
In his zeal to clear the skoal places of obstructions he 
would be likely to dash Lis boat in pieces on the rock, 
and so endanger his life, but the rock would be undis- 
turbed. It is there to remain, Its large proportions 
lie buried in the sand far beneath the ocean’s surface, 
and the very foundations of the deep must be torn up 
a the rock can be dragged cff and buried from 

Jn like manner men are dashing their frail barks of 
sience, so-called, of skepticism, and atheism on the 
Rock of Ages, thinking that they can tear it from its 
foundation and bury it from sight, But the Reck is im- 
moval. The work which Ohrist did, and which his 
Fon did in his name, is firmly planted in the depth 

Gternal truth, Not until the foundations of right- 
Consness can be broken up and the throne of heaven 
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hurled down and buried in the depth of darkness may 
the opposers of Christ and his work, as carried on in 
his name, hope to bury from human eight the evidences 
of his exceliency and of the great plan of salvation that 
God has so graciously given. 

As long as there are unbelieving hearts to doubt the 
spiritual work going on in the lives of Christian be- 
lievers, 80 long must the sacred record of miracles stand, 
to prove to the unwilling mind that Christ has power 
on earth to forgive sins, and that he who will come to 
him shall in 00 wise be cast out. 

It would seem that no one should be troubled about 
miracles, for a miraculous act need not be supernatural, 
only as it may be above natural laws as known among 
men. But nature overleaps natural physical law and 
displays her fairest and richest works in the kingdom of 
grace. Is it more wonderful that Christ or his apostles, 
in bis name, should heal a poor sufferer of bisinfirmity, 
though of long etanding, and enable him that had never 
walked to stand up and leap and walk with them into 
the temple than that he should heal a diseased soul, 
strengthen it, and give it spiritual health? 

If men will but give heed they may see wonderful 
workings of God’s spirit about them every day. To 
find ont a man polluted and vile through his sin, and to 
so purify and animate him with higher purposes and 
brighter hopes that from the countenance where shame 
and defilement once cast their black shadow the light of 
honor, benevolence, and human love now shine forth, is 
more wonderful than that the lame should be healed, 
the deaf made to hear, or the blind to see. And this 
God’s spirit is doing every day. It is not needful to go 
back to apostolic days to witness the working of miracles, 
In every civilized community men and women can be 
found who, though Satan bound their souls for many 
years, have been loosed from their spiritual bondage, 
and are declaring by their saintly lives what great 
things the Lord has done for them. 

Bat if men will not believe earthly things how shall 
they believe heavenly things? If they will not accept 
the work Christ did in the flesh how shall they accept 
the greater work he now does through the power of the 
Holy Spirit? “Thou hearest the sound of the wind, 
but canst not tell whence it cometh and whither it 
goeth.” Such are the workings of God's spirit in the 
souls of men—an incomprehensive power to ll but to 
them that receive it, To them it is light—the life and 
health of the soul, the power of God unto salvation, By 
the aid of the Spirit, which Cbrist said he would send 
from the Father, the apostles were able to accomplish 
wonderful works, By the same spirit true disciples of 
the Lord are now doing-works no less wonderful, and 
all is done by the same spirit of life in Uhrist Jesus, To 
know God and to receive the highest testimony of his 
actual presence and work on earth the doubting soul 
must receive this spirit of life in Christ Jesus. For 
though saint and angel bear testimony, the highest, 
most assuring witness to God’s marvelous works among 
men is the Holy Ghost, whom he hath given to them

AN ANSWER TO BRO. BEARDSHEAR’S INQUIRIES. 

Tam not a lover of religious controversy, but as Bre, 
Beardshear wrote in the spirit of kindness I will try 
and explain. 

In the article published in the third number of the 
HERALD, and referred to by my brother in the ninth 
number, I did not think that I eaid anything new in 
stating that we, as a people, made “Christian character 
our test of fellowship,” and that “the right of private 
opinion is allowed to all so long as euch opinions do not 
conflict with Christian character.” The idea that I 
wished to convey is, that when men’s opinions with re- 
gard to the teachings of the Scriptures lead them to do 
sinful acta they would be liable to be dealt with as 
transgressors. 

Bro. Beardshear says, “I would be glad to know what 
kind of opinion such might be that could by any pos- 
sibility conflict with Onristian character.” In reply I 
would say that a man might read where it is said, “And 
David danced before the Lord with all his might,” and 
form an opinion that he had a moral right to dance. 
And henoe, instead of going to the week-day prayer- 
meeting, he would take his family and attend a dance 
in some neighboring village. Another may read, 
“Drink no longer water, but use a little wine for thy 
etcmach’s sake and thine often’ infirmities,” and con- 
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clude that he was at liberty to use strong drink as a 
beverage, and have his children do the same, and claim 
that he had a right to form his own opinion as to the 
teachings of the Apostle Paul. Some one else could 
show in the Old Testament that some good men had 
more than one wile, and hold to the opinion that it was 
right for him to do the same. hs 

These and many other opinions might lead men to 
conduct that would conflict with “Christian charactar,” 
and could not well be allowed in the Christian Churcb. 

But should Bro, Beardshear say that it is not the 
opinion but the conduct that violates “Christian charac- 
ter,” I would reply, so be it then, if persons will keep 
such opinions so private as not to be led into sinfal 
acte, we,as a people, should be willing to bear with 
them. 

In the article in question let the reader notice the 
entire sentence which relates to the beauty of our posi- 
tion and he will not be likely to.find much fault, for it 
reads, “‘Phis position is quite beautiful in theory, but it 
may be a question whether it can always be adhered to 
in our relation as members of the same church, for 
there may be various opivions as to what is a Obristian 
character.” When I penned those words I had in my 
mind where men were ultra in their opinions and 
gendered strife and caused division in the church, and 
where honest men differed as to what it takes to conati- 
tute a “Christian character.” But love and Christian . 
forbearance will perhaps obviate the entire difficulty, 

Now, if Bro. Beardshear was of the opinion that 
Calviniem, Trinitarianism, and Seventh-dayism were all 
true he would have a perfect right in the Christian 
Church so long as he lived a holy life. 

If he would have noticed a sentence in my article he 
would have had but little cause for his questions, for it 
reads thus, “There is nothing, or but little, taught and 
believed by the Protestant churches but what an indi- 
vidual may subscribe to and yet be a member of the. 
Christian Caurch.” 

But after all, should our inquirer be of the opinion 
“that all who worship Jesus Coriat as not being the very 
and eternal God are idolators,” he might feel himself in 
an unhappy condition to worship in the house of God 
with those who, in his opinion, are idolators. But 
he should also maintaia that the seventh day is the true. 
Sabbath, and that all real Christians should meet. upon 
that day for divine worship. In compliance with bis 
opinion he goes to the house of God upon that day, but, 
alas! none of his brethren are there, for they are all at 
home making ready to worship on the Lord’s day, in 
memory of his resurrection from the dead. But the 
position of the Christians is not at fault. It is the 
strange notions of the individual which cause the 
trouble. 

Bat bave no fears, my good brother. We will not 
expel you from the church so long as your opinions do 
not lead you into bad habits. P. ZEIGLER.

On Tuesday morning, the 13:h inst. we started for 
Bluffton, Indiana, for the purpose of assisting Rev. W. 
D. Samuels in a meeting of a few days at that place. 
On arriving at the place of our destination it was dis- 
covered that our dispatch had failed to be delivered, 
and that Bro, Samuels, having received no word from 
us, and being much exhausted by long continued labor, 


bad discontinued the meetings in the city. But he is 


not the man to yield to a disappointment. He soon 
made known our arrival to the people, and a good con- 
gregation turned out to hear the word. 

On the following evening the house was well filled, 
and the people seemed to give close and earnest atten- 
tion to the word spoken. 

The Ohristians have no organization in that city, 
though there are two or three churches within as 
many miles of the place. 

Bro. Samuels is pastor of the church on the Wabash 
River three miles from Bloff:on That church is large 
and prosperous. They have a comfortable house of 
worship, but it is not large enough to accommodate all 
the people who gather to hear the pastor preach on 
many occasions. This church owns a very comfortable 
parsonage, in which is the pleasant home of the pastor 
and his interesting family. 

Bro. Samuels is not at all content with merely hold- 
ing the ground he found occupied at the time of his 
coming to his field of labor. Nor is he afraid that his 
home church will euffer by his doing some good work 
for the Lord out on the borders of his territory. He 
has three or four points for work besides his regular 
churches, and at each of these much good fruit bas 
resulted, and the interest at the regular church was 
never better than at the present. 

Bluffton is the county seat of Wells County, and a 
growing business center. Its present population is 
about three thousand. There are perbaps forty mem- 
bers of the Christian Church now residing in the city, 
and a much larger number in the country near by. 

Bro. Samuels is not slow to see and appreciate the sit- 
uation, and he is now eeriously considering the propri- 
ety of establishing a church in that important center. 
It can be done, and it id be done; and we have con- 
fidence to believe that if the brethren of that section 
will second the efforts of Bro. Samuels it will be ‘done.

BASTER THOUGHTS—MARCH 25, 1888, 

Easter, a word used by D>ctor Luke in the old trans- 
lation, is called in the new “Passover.” It has no refer- 
ence whatever to the resurrection of Christ, No Easter 
festival was observed when the “acts of the church” were 
written, It should not be used to foster the opinion 
that such a festival was observed by the apostles. Noah 
Webster says it is from “Hastre,” = goddess of, light or 
spring, in honor of whom a festival was celebrated in 
April, whence this month is called “Easter month.” 

As the full moon of this month occurs three days 
after the vernal equinox, it determines that Easter shall 
fall on the last Sabbath, March 25, 1883, which is within 
three days of the earliest date this festival can occur. 
Easter-day in 1818 fell on March 221, the earliest date 
possible. It will not again so occur in this or the follow- 
ing century. 

Easter day is the first Sunday after the fourteenth day 
of the calendar moon, which happens upon or next after 
March 2let, so that if the fourteenth day bappens on 
Sunday, Easter-day is the Sunday following. 

EASTER AS A CHURCH FESTIVAL, 

Easter-day is employed as a festival commemorating 
‘Christ's resurrection, ocourring on Sunday the second 
day after Good Friday. It may be well to cherish what 
may keep fresh in mind the Lord Jesus Christ. The 
Measiah came from God, the only-begotten Son of the 
Father. Hedied on Mount Calvary, was buried in a 
garden tomb, arose from the dead, the promised Savior 
—now a living Savior—being an assurance of a resur- 
rection from the dead—a living proof of immortality.

The Gospel at Samaria, and Simon Magus. 
APRIL 1, 1883 ] [acts 8; 14-25. 
[Hymns from “Gospel Hymnal’’—2, 143, 76, 633 } 

Jesus’ last words to his disciplee,“Ye shall be my 
witnesses, both in Jerusalem and in all Judea and 
Samaria,and unto the uttermost part of the eartb,” 
seem wo have made little impreesion on their minds, or 
at least to have been only partially understood. Toeir 
old Jewish prejudices were so strong that they looked 
upon Christianity as only a reformed Judaism. Their 
hatred to foreigners, the result of generations of train- 
ing of the pride of race and national exclusiveness, was 
such as to forever close and bar the doors of the church 
against the uncircumcised. They intended to testify 
of Jesus everywhere, but only to the Jewish colonists 
or to the descendants of the exiles of the dispersion. 
So it is no wonder that they should spend three years 
after the ascension of Jesus at Jerusalem—three years 
of joy in the gifts of the spirit, three years of fellow- 
ship in breaking of bread, three years of experiment 
in the community of goods; buat three years of 
idleness and failure to obey the command, “Go ye, 
therefore, and make disciples of all the nations, baptiz- 
ing them.” 

God’s purposes are not to be frustsated by Jewish 
prejudices and pride of race. He 

“moves in a mysterious way 
His wonders to perform.” 

He now employs the evil to perfect its own cure. 
The fires of bigotry and sectarianism of the priests acd 
Pharisees and Sadducees break out in fimnes of perse- 
cation to burn the same kind of dross out of the young 
church and leave the pure gold of universal brother- 
hood. 

With persecution came the dispersion. And as they 
went smarting under the cruel lash of the sanhedrim, 
they told of their sufferings, and of the greater suftar- 
ings of their Master; théy told the story of the cross; 
they preached the gospel of Christ; they became a 
great body of earnest missionaries. 

This is how it came to pass that Deacon Philip, a 
Grecian Christian, being no longer required to minis- 
ter at the public tablea at Jerusalem, turned to the 
minietry of the word elsewhere, and became an evan- 
gelist in Samaria—perhaps at Sychem, the ancient seat 
of the Samaritans’ religion, near Mt, Gerezim, on 
which were the ruins of their temple, If so, it was 
also near Jacob's well, where Jesus had preached a few 
years before,and where the woman had said to him, 
“The Jews have no dealings with the Samaritans.” 
The same race prejudice would have shut the way be- 
fore the apostles, but the Gentile Philip was gladly re- 
ceived by the multitudes. They of Gentile blood, but 
of Mosaic education, perverted, of course, by heathen- 
ism and ignorance, looked forward to the coming of 
the Messiah. Now Pailip, full uf the zeal of the spirit, 
proclaimed the wonders of salvation, and proved the 
power of God by signs,and healings, and casting out 
of unclean spirits. The movenient proved very popu- 
lar; there was great joy among the many converts in 
the city. 

Bat in the city was a man, Simon, who by means of 
sorcery or magic had bewitched the people, or, as the 
revised version has it, amazed them; filled them with 
such astonishment at his jugglery and sleight of haod 
tricks that they were complete dupes, and believed his 
claims to greatness,and either worshiped him as the 
incarnation of divinity, or reverenced him as a mighty 
propbet of God. S.me gay he pretended to be the 
Messiah; but-we may be assured that he made the 
people pay dearly for their superstitious credulity. 

Divination, foretelling the future, soothsaying, all 
seem to have come from “the East,” where they had 
birth in the land of Chaldea, in the brains of the astrol- 
ogers; thence the occult knowledge passed westward 
to Egypt. Here we find magicians aiding Pharaoh in 
a contest. against Moses and his God. 

In all the history of Greeks and Romans, Persians, 
Chinese, in fact among all heathen people, even our 
Ameriqan Indians, men, by superior knowledge or by 
dishonest trickery, have imposed on the people, 
Augury, enchantment, dreams, etc., all grow out of the 
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natural, intuitive. belief of mankind im spirite and a 
spirit world. Even in Eagland and America witchcraft, 
superstition, and spiritualism are not yet dead. Ignor- 





.|ance turns the true and intuitive belief in the super- 


natural and in God into a dread of wiiches and fear of 
devils, and into worship of many gods. 

We can readily see how a man both wicked and wise 
could impose upon the Samaritans, whose religion was 
a strange blending of the true and the {a'’se—parily 
Israelitish and partly idolatry. Such was thie Simon, 
a seeker for power and wealth. He was a human 
leech—a parasite on society. Like the mistletoe, his 
position was a high one, and evergreen were his profes- 
sions. Now he saw himself supplanted in the estima- 
tion of the people by a new comer, Philip; he saw his 
religious pretensions exposed by a contrast with Chris- 
tianity; hesaw hisown jugglery as child’s play in 
comparison to the mighty power of the Holy Spirit. 
He doubtless looked on Philip as a Magna of the 
magicians—as one only superior to himself; by a 
superior knowledge and ekill. In every flood you can 
find drift-wood. In every great popular movement 
there are some persons ignorant of the nature and 
spirit of the movement, 

O:hers believed and were baptized. Simon believed, 
but not with his heart; heard, but understocd not the 
gospel. He was immersed, but received not the true 
blessing of a Christian baptism. ' 

So great was the revival of religion under Philip’s 
preaching that newa of it soon reached Jerusalem, 
The church were perplexed, and in order to unders 
stand what it meant, sent a epecial committee down to 
Samaria to investigate. If things were not all perfect- 
ly orthcdox, they, doubtless, were to do the un-Christ- 
like thing on their return of presenting charges of 
heresy against the over-zealous Philip, but if the work 
was good they were to help and confirm. Pwvier and 
John approved the work, and prayed for the converia, 
that they might receive the epirit. Accompanying the 
laying on of the apostles’ hands, God gave a sign of bis 
assisting grace by a Pentecostal gift of his spiiit. His 
spirit is power and love unbounded. 

Simon Magus wanted the power; he cared not for 
the love. 80 he came—secretly, of course—to the 
apostles with a part of his ill-gotten gains, and offered 
to buy and pay for the secret of their power. Hear 
him by imagination: “Tell me just how it is that you 
mesmer:ze these people; tell me how by laying .your 
hands on these men and women you can make them 
such mediums for the seances of the spiritualist, . You 
require no dark room, no screen, no costly apparatus 
for these wonderful exhibitions of magic art. Reveal to 
me your secrets ; give to me this power, and I will be the 
champion of your cause. Name your price. Here ig 
money.” 

Peter, honest and righteous, breaks out indignantly, 
“Thy silver perish with thee,” etc. Them he proceeded * 
to give the poor fellow such a lashing as he never had 
had before. He lifted the veil and showed him his 
own heart, with all its hypocrisy and impurity, He 
showed him his true atate of alienation from everything 
good and pure,and plainly warned him of the con- 
sequences, He preached, warned, exhorted. Simon 
was convicted of his error in trying to: buy, but not of 
hissin. He feared the consequences; yet his was no 
true repentance. He simply requested Peter to pray 
that the evil should not overtake him. 

What was his fate we know not certainly, but there 
are many traditions concerning him and references to 
him in early writings, telling of a continued opposition 
to the apostles; of his being the founder of a heretical 
sect, etc.; but most of them are unwortby of credence. 
His name is preserved in dishonor by the name of the 
crime of simony—‘he buying or selling of church bene- 
fits and position. . 

Judas Iscariot betrayed his Master for gold; Ananias 
lied to the Spirit from greed ; Simon offered to buy the 
epirit of God. Unhappy trio! Yet there are many 
who fail to see the true method of the bestowal of God’s 
spirit. “By work,” they seek to earn the favor of God; 

by the worthiness of Christ they seek to appropriate 
his virtue to themselves—to substitute his sufferings for 
their punishment, Bat, unhappy mortale, they know 
not the life of love and Sonship of God. His grace is 
free to whosoever will receive. Hear and heed the 
callof mercy. Grace—knowledge of acceptance with 
God—is heavenly wisdom, of which Job eaid (28: 15), 
“It can not_ be gotten for gold, neither shall silver be 
weighed for the price thereof,”

Bro. Coan,—In the year 1858, July 3:d, I was travel- 
ing from West Bloomfield, the home of Rev. David Mil 
Jard and Rev. Joseph Hall, to Elmira, New York. My 
route was one what is now a branch of the New York 
Central and the Northern Central Railway. By this 
route one will pass east of Starkey Seminary about three 
quarters of a mile. 

I had never seen the seminary, and was anxious, if 
possible, to get a view of thesame trom the car window. 
At Starkey Station a well-dressed man entered the cars 
and was very lavish in his expressions and kindly greet- 
ings toll, His head was poised ona universal joint, 
and he bowed a hearty “good-morning” to all and on 
each side. 

He soon found a seat, the one before me, and seeing 
he was anxious to show himself as gentlemanly as Ches- 
terfield or D'Orsay, I ventured to ask him if he could 
or would point out to me Starkey Saminary as we were 
running down the grade to Watkins.. He very kindly 
said he would do so, and as we were running less than 
six miles an hour, as we were not on time, we had am- 
ple time to form a traveling acquaintance. He pointed 
out the seminary building and said many kind things 
in relation to the school and its high reputation in Yates 
County and the region round about. 

After hearing his words of praise I asked, “Are you 


. acquainted with Prof. Chadwick, the principal of the 


seminary ?” Judge of my surprise when this model 
gentleman made this reply, “No, sir! I have refused to 
bave an introduction to Prof. Chadwick more than a 
half dozen times. Ido not want to form an acquaint- 
ance with him. He has the name and reputation of a 
gentleman and a Christian; but, sir, he is not a member 
of our church and I will have nothing to do with him. 
I do not mix with other religious bodies, and F learn 
my children to stay away from them and let them 
alone.” 

“One more question, my friend: Are you acquainted 
with Elder Ezra Marvin, the president of the Board of 
Trustees?” “No, sir; I have heard him preach at a 
score of funerals and I have had the charge of a number 
of them, but I have refused to speak to him or get ac- 
quainted.” 

“Tg Eider Marvin a bad man? Has he nostandingin 
that region that you will not even speak to him when 
he and you are called to pay your last respect to the 
dead?” ‘Oh, no! oh, no! Mr. Marvin is considered one 
of the best of men. No man stands higher as a gentle- 
man and a Cbristian; but, sir, I honor my God by letting 
the members of other churchesalone. I am the deacon 
of one church, and all Ican do I do with all my might 
to build up thatchurch. I wish before God there was no 
cther in town.” 

Could a hundred Adoniram Judsons convert one such 
man to Christ, or to the prayer he made in the seven- 
teenth chapter of John’s gospel? Uncertain ground, I 
think. With a self-complacent look he cast his eyes all 
round the car tosee if what he had said did not com- 
mand the assent of all. 

After he had enjoyed his declaration of Christian 
manliness for alittle time,and seeing that others were ex- 
pecting I «ou!a continue the conversation, i asked him, 
“Do you believe, my friend, that death or the grave pro- 
duces a moralchange in man?” He replied, “No, sir; 
as death leaves us so the judgment will find ur; thatis my 
creed and the doctrine of my church.” 

“hen you believe that you will be the same man in 
the world beyond that you are here?” With a smile of 
satisfaction he replied, “As the tree falleth, so it shall lie; 
and that is Bible.” 

“Then we will have in the great world of the hereafter 
the same likes and dislikes that we haveinthis? Is that 
your faith, brother?’ “Certainly it is,” eaid my friend, 
“and will you call it in question ?” 

“Well, I will reply to your question in the Yankee 
way by asking one more, What can God do with us if 
we wake up in heaven and have so much religion that 
we refuse to speak to each other or get acquainted be- 
cause we do not belong to thesamechurch? Whatcan 
God do with our children if all of us train our children 
as you say you do your children? What can God do 
with all the different churches if all train their children 
as you do and take pridein doing? Why, dear brother, 
can God make a heaven-that will hold us all if we enter 
that place with such training as you are giving your 


children? Will a wall as high as that of Babylon 
keep us from renewing the old fight and make our - 
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fature world as bloody as this has been made by the 
sectarian spirit?” 

He drew his pharisaical garment around him and 
looked at me with the indignant silence that refuses 
words. Time brought us to Elmira, and with the 


‘rest I left the car and started for the home of my aunt. 


I soon knew that my polite friend was following me. 
He soon came to my cide and said, "I want to ask you 
one question, will you answer it ?” 

“Certainly, if Ican, with great pleasure.” 

“You commenced the conversation in the car for the 
purpose of making me appear supremely ridiculous, did 
you not ?” 

“No, sir; not by any means, I was astonished to hear 
any man, with your apparent candor, talk as you did. 
My dear brother, the angel of your better nature should 
have learned you better. God help all children that 
learn and love such teaching. My brother, stop and 
think what a world we will have if all churches and 
all Christians do as you say you do and take pride in 
doing.” 

He put his hand on my shoulder and leaned heavily 
upon me, and I could see that he was deelp affected. In 
a little time he said, “Give me time; let me think;” lift- 
ing his eye and looking me square in the face like a 
man, said, “You, sir, are right and I am wrong. I will, 
sir, before God, do better, and, so far as I can, undo the 
wrong I have done.” 

We parted never to meet till the last day.

JAMES M. WESTCOTT. 

Another of our old pioneershasgonehome, The fol- 
lowing, in substance, appeared in the Dundee Record of 
February 1, 1883: 

“James M. Westcott, editor and proprietor of the 
Dundee Record, was born in Otsego, Otsego County, N. 
Y., Ootober 16, 1809. When about eighteen years of 
age he made a profession of religion and j ined a society 
then known as Christians. Feeling that he had a call to 
the ministry he s:udied theology, was ordained and li- 
censed to preach. 

“After he was ordained he cantinued at bis trade, cab- 
inet making, preaching as often as he had opportunity, 
until he had earned enough to purehase a horee and a 
portmanteau, into which he packed a limited wardrobe, 
a Bible,a concordance, and Miliard’s True Messiah, and 
started out as an itinerant. For the period of three 
years he traveled on horseback through the counties of 
Livingston, Steuben, Yates, Schoharie, Greene, Tomp- 
kins, and Broome, preaching in dwelling-houses, school- 
houses, barns, and frequently, when the weather was fa- 
vorable, in groves. 

, “In 1832 he was married to Miss Mary Burt, who 
passed away from lifein April, 1877. After his marriage 
and during his ministerial career he had charge of the 
following churches in the Empire State: Delhi, 1832; 
New York, during the summer of 1833 in place of Rev. 
I. N. Walter, who was obliged to take a vacation on ac- 
count of his health; Enfield Center, from 1833 to 1838, 
In 1838 he moved to Dundee, in 1816 to Mendon, and 
in 1856 t6 Royalton, where he remained one year; 
this was his last pastorate. From Royalton he moved to 
Barrington where he hada farm, In 1863 he sold his 
farm and purchased the Dundee Record, which he edited 
with ability until the day of his death, January 23, 1883, 

“He was, when in his prime, a powerful and impres- 
sive speaker—cogent in argument, lucid in illustration. 
These acquiremente, coupled with a memory of singular 
tenacity, made him in debates a foe of no mean propor- 
tions. 

“In the pulpit, on the farm, orin the editorial sanctum, 
his voice and his vote could always be counted on the 
side of freedom and right.” 0.

—J. D. Watson, convieted of having offered a bribe to 
State Representative Bloch, has been sentenced to one 
year’s imprisonment in the penitentiary. 

—Dauring the sessions of the Forty-seventh Congress 
the total number of bills and joint resolutions intro- 
duced in both houses was 10650. The reports of de- 
bates cover 10,715 pages of the Congressional Record, 
having & total of 16,000,000 words. 

—The money value of the last Cincinnati Exposition 
to the exhibitors is estimated ata million and a half 
dollars, Applications for space at the next Exposition 
are being made in unexpected numbers by those at a 
distance, but the home exhibitors are alow in making 
their wants known. 


—The Secretary of the Treasury having directed that 
the word “cents” be added to the new five-cent piece, 
the superintendent of the Philadelphia Mint, who de- 
signed the original coin, is engaged in preparing a de- 
vice for the back of the proposed coin, which will in- 
clude the denomination of its value in unmistakable 
terms. No order, however, has been made suspending 
the coinage of the new five-cent piece, and the mint 
bureau reports that they are being issued from the 
Philadelphia Mint at the rate of nearly $5,000 a day, an 
amount sufficient only to supply about half the appli- 
cations. 


—A telegram from Petersburg, Va, of March 5:h, 
says: “The most remarkable phenomenon ever wit- 
nessed in this vicinity ocourred early yesterday morn- 
ing.

ELIJAH WATSON. 

My father, Elijah Watson, died of paralysis February 
12, 1888, at his home in Belvidere, IIl., aged seventy- 
nine years, nine months, and twenty-six days. 

‘He was born in Franklin, N. H., April 16, 1803, and 
was the son of Rev. Elijah Watson, a distinguished 
pastor and evangelist of the Free-will Baptist Church. 
My father’s father was ordained in the year 1803, 
preached fifty years, baptized 2100 persons, buried 
2000 pérsons, and married 1500 couples. He was the 
“Walter” of his denomination. 

My father at an early age professed faith in Obrist, 
and became an active member of the church. He felt 
strongly impressed to preach the gospel, but rebelled 
against bis impressions. A séries of misfortunés, that 
covered a large portion of his life, he attributed to his 
neglect of duty in this direction, and to his loss of 
adaptation thereby to life’s work. There‘is good philos- 
ophy in such a supposition. God may not follow neg- 
lect of duty with direct punishment, but if the soul is 
thrown out of its own balance—if harmony with life is 
disestablished by turning the mind forcibly in a direc- 
tion contrary to that toward which it reaches naturally, 
—who may safely say that reverses are avoidable? The 
chief regret of his life was that he was not obedient to 
duty in this particular. The full enjoyment of religion, 
a3 a consequence, he deemed impossible, 

His brother Josiah entered the Baptist ministry; 
his sister Emeline became the wife of Rev. Nahum 
Brooks, present mission-secretary of his people; his 
sister Minerva the wife of Rev. D. 8. Frost; and h’s 
sister Meriam the wife of Rev. Oliver Butler, These 
gentlemen are all of the Free-will Baptist ministry, and 
now living. 

February 28, 1827, my father married Eliza Palmer, 
of Kensingtoa, N. H., the adopted daughter of Mr. 
Prescott and an adopted sister of the mother of Rev. 
Daniel P, Pike, of Newburyport, Mass. They resided 
in Satton, Lempster, Nashua, and Andover, N. H., and 


_ finally, in 1860, removed to Belvidere, lll., where I was 


then settled as pastor of the Christian Church. To 
them eight children were born—four sons and four 
daughters, Two sons have crossed the river. 

My father was a good man, and, indeed, was possessed 
of many sterling qualities. He was honest to the cent, 
and died, I am sure, owing no man on earth anything. 
He was industrious and temperate. In both of these 
directions he gave the world a safe example. To his 
political principles, as a life-long Jacksen Democrat, he 
was devoted, He knew what it was to surrender posi- 
tion because of his adherence to his party vote. He 
did want to vote for one more Democratic President, 
but the omens of near success cheered his final years, 

Few men, as fathers, have been more devoted or ex- 
‘@mplary, With him the hand of punishment or the 





unkind word were almost wholly unknown. I remem- 
ber no unkindness or lack of love toward me in my 
father. He was loved—deeply and juatly loved—by all 
his children, and at his death there was great lamenta- 
tion with us all, 

Only one child was present at his death- bed with our 
dear mother, and only two could be present at h's 
funeral. I had the happy privilege of a week with him 
during his final sickness. He was fully reconciled to 
the approach of death, which he knew to be very near. 
He did not fear to die, but at times longed to go, and his 
joy in the hope of heaven was very great. To my 
prayers he happily and heartily responded, and eagerly 
engaged in religious talk, as far as poesible. 

He expressed a wish, firat, that Rev. J. L. Towner 
should cfficiate at his funeral, but when told that he 
could not come so far he chose Rev. Wm. Linscott for 
the occasion. The very bad weather prevented the 
answer of this fiaal wisb, and his sermon was preached 
by the Baptist minister of Belvidere. His remarks 
were most appropriate and consoling, and were found- 
ed on James 4: 14. 

Our dear father sleeps in peace, having come, as a 
shock of corn, fully ripe and in its season, to his bed in 
death. It is very hard to give up the dear old man, the 
center of so much love for so many years. But we 
shall soon see him again, and we fondly hope tha‘ the 
reunion of the family may be compete and eternal. 
God rest his soul in peace. J.P. Watson,

DAVID CROSS. 

David Cross departed this life February 17, 1883, at 
his residence, two miles west of the city of Topeka, in 
the seventy-sixth year of his age. He had been in 
rather poor health for several years past, but still was 
about, and able to do chores and light work. The dis- 
ease which caused his death was erysipelas and conval- 
sions of the stomach. 

He was born in Columbiana County, Ohio, but spent 
most of his days and the prime of his life in Clarke 
County, Ohio, where he was at one time one of the most 
wealthy business men of the state. He came to Kansas 
January 4, 1866, and af once, in connection with the 
writer, es‘ablished the first lumber yard in the city of 
Topeka. After three years he sold out and removed 
to one of the finest farms in Shawnee County, where he 
faithfally performed the duties of life till life’s labors 
were ended. 

He was immersed (probably) by Elder Ladley in 
1848, at Broad Ford, Mad River, not far from Knob 
Prairie Christian Church. He took membership with 
the Christian Church at New Carlisle, where it always 
remained. He was always a firm defender and a liber- 
al supporter of the tenets and principles of the church 
of his choice, and his home was always an oasis for the 
preacher and the pilgrim. He was one of the found- 
ers of Antioch College, and one of its first and succeed- 
ing trustees for several years. ; 

His wife, children, step-children, and several of his 
grandchildren were permitted to be present at his funer- 
al, which took place from his late residence on Sunday 
afternoon, February 18:h, The funeral services were 
solemnly and beautifully conducted by Rev. Lineus 
Blakesley, of the Congregational Church, there being 
no Christian minister of his faith in this city or 
vicinity. 

He often spoke of his departure and his perfect, will- 
ingness to go. His mind was undimmed to the last, 
and without a struggle, by faith, he seemed to have

—Arrangements are being made by the 
representatives in Washington of the col- 
ored people for a celebration of the anni- 
versary of emancipation, and for the hold- 
fing of a national convention of colored 
men at Washington to consider the con- 
dition of the race in this country. 

— Alexander H.S:epbens was buried on 
Thureday at Atlanta, The city wae crowd.

the line of the procession. The military 
display is s1id to have beon the best ever 
seen in the South. Gen. Robert Toombs 
delivered the funeral address, He was 
much effected,as waa also his audience. 
Among the pali-bearers were Gen. Toombr, 
Senators Brown and Oolquitt, and Gov- 
ernor Smith. 

—According to the report of the Agri- 
cultural Department, there was thirty-six 
per cent, of last year’s corn crop on hand 
on March lst. The increase over the 
amount on hand the same date a year ago 
two per cent. Of wheat, twenty-eight per 
cent , or 140,000,000 bushels, remains on 
hand, which is but a very slight variation 
from the supply on March lst for the last 
five years,

How Thurlow Weed Trained his Memory. 


A correspondent asked Thurlow Weed 
how he accounted for his wonderful mem- 
cry, and if he bad ever done anything to 
strengthen it. He replied: 

‘I had to adopt a regular method, and 
I hit on one that was very cfizctive. I 
will tell you about it for the benefit of 
other young men. I got married in 1818, 
when I was working in Albany as a jour- 
neyman printer. In afew months I went 
into business, establishing a newspaper 
for myself, and some of my friends 
thought I was ‘cut out for a politician’— 
that is, [ probably impressed my views 
strongly on those about me. But I saw 
at once a fatal weakness. My memory 
wasasieve. I could remember nothing. 
Dates, names, appointments, faces—every- 
thing escaped me. I said to my wife, 
‘Catherine, I shall never make a success- 
fal politic'an, for I can not remember, 
and that is a prime. necessity of politi- 
cians. A politician who sees a man once 
should remember him forever.’ My wife 
told me that I must train my memory. 
So when I came home that night I sat 
down alone and spent fift: en minutes try- 
ing silently to recall the events of the 
day. I could remember little at first. 
Now I remember that I could not then 
remember what I had for breakfast, 
Finally I found that I could recall more. 
Eventa came back to me more minutely 
and more accurately, Afters fortnight 
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you tell ittome? It would be intereat- 
ing, and my interest in it would stimu- 
late you.’ Then I began a habit of oral 
confession, as it were, which I followed 
for almost fifty years. Every night, the 
last thing before retiring, I told my wife 
everything that I could recall that had 
happened to me or about me during the 
day. J generally recalled the very dishes 
I had had for breakfast, dinner, and tes; 
the people I had seen and what they had 
said; the editorials I had written, and an 
abstract of them; and letters I had sent 
and received, and the very language used 
as near as possible; when I had walked 
or ridden—everything, in short, that had 
come within my knowledge. I found I 
could say my lessons better and better 
every year, and instead of growing irk- 
scme, it got to bea pleasure to run tke 
events of the dayin review. I am in- 
debted to this discipline for a memory of 
somewhat unusual tenacity, andJ recom- 
mend the practice to all who expect to 
have anything to do with influencing 
men,”—Selected.
